FUSION AND CONFUSION. 

PORTLAND, Sept. 21.—The Greenback Con- 
vention to nominate Electors met this after- 
noon, 465 delegates being present. Charles 
A. White presided. He denounced Gen. 
Fifield, and said an understanding was en- 
tered into to divide the Electoral ticket, and 
urged carrying it out. 

S. D. Hobson presented resolutions indors- 
ing the action of the State Committee recom- 
mending fusion with the Democrats. 

J. B. Chase, amid great excitement, pro- 

Elliott King moved to accept the reportand 
resolutions and to name a jeint Electoral 
ticket. 

Mr. Chase madea motion to amend by nom- 
inating seven straight Greenbackers. This 
was received with applause and hisses. The 
speaker made an appeal for a fair hearing, 
and argued against-fusion. There were 
thousands of Green in the State who 
voted the rest of the ticket with Plaisted who 
will not vote for Fusion Electors. He pro- 
tested against giving away the future Green- 


back — be four Weaver Electors. It was 
the Green candidate and platform that 
carried the State. 

The Rev. Alvah Strout, F. M. Plaisted, and 
others advocated fusion, after which the pre- 
vious question was carried, and the resolu- 
tion to fuse adopted, although there wascon- 
siderable opposition.

DO THE PEOPLE WANT A CHANGE! 

The leading question bearing upon National 
politics is, after all, whether.or not the peo- 
ple want achange of political administration. 
Democratic managers and newspapers assert 
that a change is demanded. The Republican 
managers and newspapers maintain the con- 
trary. Until the people shall decide the 
matter for themselves at the polls the answer 
can only be intelligently reasoned out by 
comparing the existing condition of things 
with the condition which a change of parties 
will likely establish. It is to this view of 
the case thatthe good citizen should give 
special consideration. 

By the general term “change,” in a polit- 
jeal sense, it must be understood that there 
shall be either a change of policy or a change 
in the personnel of the public officials, unless 
the term shall Include both, Every citizen 
whose vote is guided by Intelllgence and in- 
spired by patriotism should carefully digest 
the most probable result of either or both of 
these changes. 

As to policy, there will be no change by 
substituting the Democrats for the Repup- 
licans, if Democratic professions may be be- 
lieved. With the exception of a declared 
adherence tu the traditions of the Democratic 
party (which is a euphemism for State- 
sovereignty), the Democratic platform for 
this year is a disjointed epitome of the prin- 
ciples which the Republicans have applied 
to the Government in despite of previeus 
Democratic opposition. Unfortunately, the 
Democratic professions cannot be credited, 
because they are in direct antagonism to 
the Democratic party’s previous practices 
and its present efforts to success. The Demo- 
crats profess, for instance, a conversion -to 
hard-money priticiples, but they have dene 
all in their power in past years to embarrass 
and retard the work of resumption, and they 
are to-day engaged in intrigues and trades 
with a faction that is uncompromisingly op- 
posed to hard money. This single case of 
deception should warn the people against 
accepting any Democratic promises. Falsus 
in uno, falsus in omnis. 

The election of Democratic candidates, 
then, may be safely regarded .as.an.assur- 
ance of change in pelicy. Such a change 
would include a departure from the present 
currency system, from the present revenue 
system, from the present relations of the 
General Government to the Local Govern- 
ments, and from all those conditions which 
make up the present sum of political peace 
and material prosperity. It will bea de- 
parture from a settled, tried, and satisfac- 
tory condition to an experimental policy. 
Can the people afford such a change? It isa 
question that every merchant, every property- 
owner, every taxpayer, every salaried man 
who draws his pay regularly, every laborer 
who is now employed at good wages, every 
person who has laid by some savings or who 
expects to do soif he shal! be able to go on 
as he now ts, should ask himself and decide 
for himself. 

The proposed change means not merely 
experiments in policy, but an abandonment 
of things as they now are. The past four 
years of the National Administration consti- 
tute the standard from whieh a change must 
be made, if at all. Yet the Administration 
of President Hayes has been confessedly the 
most peaceful, even, and salistactory since 
“the era of good feeling” over which Mr. 
Monroe presided. It has been as satisfactory 
to the Democrats, outside the clique of manag- 
ing and totrigning politicians, as it has been 
to the Republicans, Nearly every Democrat 
one meets freely admits the excellence of 
President Hayes’ Administration and the 
beneficent influence it has exerted through- 
out the country. There is every on 
to believe. that Gen. Garfield will 
give the country a eounterpart of 
the present Administration, with 


develop. Garfield is a man of much the same 
character as Hayes, onlyistronger and with a 
riper experience in public affairs. If elected, 
he will be under much the same influences 
that have been thrown about Hayes. He will 
be actuated by the same motives and gov- 
erned by the precedents and suctesses of the 
Administration which preceded him, The 
election of Garfield will be a guarantee of the 
maintenanee of specie-payment, the contin- 
uation of the refunding policy, the preserva- 
tion of the laws which have restored perfect 
credit. The election of Hancock, on the con- 
trary, will, create an apprehension of, and 
may be followed by, changes and innovations 
that will threaten the prosperity of the coun- 
try. He will be new to public affairs, and 
will be in the hands of a party that wil! urge 
radical and sweeping changes in the laws and 
practices of the Government. Will it be wise 
to risk the experiment? 

A revolution in the public servants, from 
the highest station down to the lowest, will 
be an inevitable result of the “change” 
which the Democrats are advocating. ‘There 
is no doubt about this. The fact is conceded 
by the Democrats as well as charged by the 
Republicans. The 80,000 offices within sight 
are the prises which incite the desperate 
struggle which the Democratic politicians 
are making, They constitute the chief ele- 
ment of the proposed change. But the great 
mass of thé voters are neither office-holders 
nor office-setkers. Not one man in a thon- 
sand casts his vote with the ulterior aim of 
securing an office under the party he sup- 
ports, For all those who have not a selfish, 
personal interest in the revolution of the 
Civil Service, such revolution ought to be a 
matter of great concern because it involves 
the honest and economical . administra- 
tion of - public affairs.

One of the first f the Democrats and 
Confederates, upon obtaining control of the 
FFF 

to appoint a Commission to receive all the 

complaints of the ex-Rebels of Missouri for 
aamages and losses sustained by them in 
their attempt to destroy fie Union, This 
Commission was directed to take all the evi- 
dence in support of all these Rebel 8 
claims, and to file the same in the State De- 
partment of Missouri. The Legislature fur- 
ther provided by law that the “sovereign” 
State of Missouri would become plaintiff in 
all these cases, and, as a State Government, 
would demand payment thereof from the Na- 
tion. 

All the other Southern States whose citi- 
zens had engaged in the Rebellion against 
the Nation were invited to adopt the same 


course, and all over the South every Rebel 


who had lost any property or suffered any 
damage went before the County Clerk, made 
out his claim, and swore to it. ‘The scheme 
originating in Missouri had for its object the 
presentation of the demand for the payment 
of these claims, not in the name of the claim- 
ants, but in the names of the sixteen sov- 
ercign States. These States, represented by 
thirty-two Senatorsand 106 Representatives 
in Congress, were to present a solid front 
and demand of the Democratic Congress and 
the Democratic President payment of these 
claims to the States, leaving the latter to set- 
tle with their own eitizens. 

In 1876 this scheme got a serious blow from 
Mr. Tilden, who, a few weeks before the 
election, published a letter in which he em- 
phatically declared that if he were elected 
he would never approve any bill to pay any 
of these claims, whether the demand were 
made by the States or by the claimants per- 
sonally. The claims, however, are largely 
made out. Claims to nearly $1,400,000,000 
have already been presented to Congress. 
The evidenee to support them is already on 
file in most of the States, so that when the 
Democrats obtain control of the Senate, the 
House, and the President the sixteen South- 
ern States can present a solid demand that 
there be paid to the States a sum equal to the 
claims of their citizens injured and damaged 
by the War. 

The following are the Rebel-Democratic 
claims filed to date, which the South expects 
to make the North pay if Hancock is elected 
and the doughfaces and Confedérates come 
into power:

In addition to the above the ex-Rebel Dem- 
ocratie State of Missouri will be heard ask- 
ing fur $250,000,000 fer losses sustained by 
that portion of her people who have been un- 
able to prove that they did not participate in 
the Rebellion. Kentacky will ask for $100,- 
000,000; Tennessee for $300,000,000; Virginia 
for $500,000,000; Georgia will ask $100,000,000 
for Sherman’s Mareh to the Sea alone, besides 
as much more for other losses; Louisiana will 
have a demand equal to the value of all the 
property in the State before the War: Arkan- 
sas, Florida, West Virginia, the Carolinas, 
and Texas will be heard from, while Missis- 
sippi will insist upon an incalculable loss by 
the siege and capture of Vicksburg and the 
blockade of the river. 

It must be remembered that these claims 
will not all be presented by individuals; 
these States will make these claims as their 
own, and sovereignties will demand of the 
General Government reparation for the 
losses sustained by their people from the in- 
vasion and war made upon them by the 
armies maintained by the Union. The de 
mami being made by the States, it will of 
necessity be sustained by every Southern 
Senator and Representative, and these con- 
stitute three-fourths of the Democratic mem- 
bers of Congress. It will of necessity be 
sustained by the Democratic Cabinet, one- 
half of whom will be Southern Democrats; 
it will be sustained by the Executive, because 
he will be powerless to resist it against 
the overwhelming majority of his own 
party in Congress, and against the demand 
of sixteen States by whose votes he may be 
elected.

At thig season the amount and the conéitien 
of foreign crops are matters of great interest in 
this country. for they largely control the de- 
mand for and the price of our surplus cereals 
Hence the financial condition of our own country 
depends largely upon them. While it is not for 
Americans to rejoice over the misfortunes, great 
or small, of any portion of the buman familg, 
it is in order for us to know them and the effect 
they are likely to have upon our own prosperi- 
ty. The season is now sufficiently advanced to 
estimate the condition of the foreign wheatand 
other crops, and it is virtually admitted by the 
leading English authorities that they wil! need a 
very large amount of our surplus, sufficient to 
warrant fair if not high prices, and the scoring 
of a large balance of trade in our favor. This is 
already foreshadowed by the continued im- 
portations of specie. During the week closing 
last Saturday they were $4,087,566 in gold., $18,617 
in silver. Since the Ist of January they bave 
been $22,273,259 gold, $3,786,958 silver. Total, with 
copper coin, $26,061,296. There were no exports 
during the past week, and since Jan. 1, $5,700,- 
968. 


During the last week the Government shipped 
822,496 standard silver dollars to the country for 
distribution. Corresponding week last year, 
$359,493, a very satisfactory increase.

A Sunken Fore-and-Aft Schooner 
Reported Near Ah- 
napee. 


Schooner Penobscot, Scow Dan Hayes, 
and Propeller Lake Erie 
Stranded, 


Serious Accident to the Steamer Alpena 
at Muskegon During the 
Storm. 


Huge Batch of Minor Mishaps, Including 
Much Loss of Canvas Local and 
General Notes. 


HOME GATHERINGS. 
A VESSEL REPORTED SUNK. 

Capt. Murphy, of the schooner Floretta, which 
arrived here yesterday afternoon, mude report 
of the discovery of a sunken vessel off Ahnapee. 
Capt. M. states that during the dense fog on 
Sunday the lookout stationed on the topsail-yard 
reported a vessel ahead apparently sunk. This 
was soon after the noon hour. Doubting the 
statement of the seaman he mounted the rie- 


‘ging to where the man was stationed fn order to 


see for himself and feel assured that no mistake 
had been made. The mastheads of a vessel 
could plainiy be dissinguished, but it was not 
until the fog lifted momentarily that he became 
satisfied that they belonged to a submerged 
craft. When the discovery was first re- 
ported the Floretta was all of two miles distant, 
heading in the direction of the vessel, and it was 
not unti! she had approached within hatf a mile 
that Capt. M. could plainiy distinguish the water 
und the spars projecting over its surface, 
. rom the crosse-trees to the water ap- 
peared to about ten feet. The spars were 
surmounted 2 * topmasts, and the mastheads 
were painted white. The sunken craft is a fore- 
and-after of about canal size, according to the 
best judgment of Capt. Murphy. She rests upon 
the bottom between three an four miles below 
Abnapee, and about five miles distant from the 
land, in eight fatboms (forty-eight feet) of 
water. Capt. Murphy states that be never has 
had any knowledge of a sunken vessel in the 
vicinity indicated, and is therefore inclined to 
believe the craft referred to to have been the 
victim of a recent collision. 

STRANDINGS RESULTING FROM THE STORM. 

A private dispatch was received ut the lumber 
market yester nay from Capt. Charlies Johnson, 
of the schooner Penobscot, annuuncing that his 
vessel had gone ashore, while endeavoring to 
make Muskegon harbor, at an early hour in the 
morning. In the absence of particulars nothing 
is of course known concerning the extent of tue 
damage sustained by the Penobscot. She is an 
entirely new and unusually stanch cratt, having 
been built at Manitowoc last winter, and cannot 
therefore have suffered serious injury uniess 
— struck one of (he barbor piers prior to drift- 

—— the sandy beach. The Penobscot is 
— by Bradley Brothers, wealthy lumbermen 
resident in Milwaukee, Sbe can be released 
without much difficuity after the sea runs down. 
The unfortunate. vessel left this port for Muske- 
gon about dusk Monday eveuing, in light trim. 

Advices from Northport, in Grand Traverse 
Bay, announce that the scow Dan Hayes strand- 
ed at that place during the gale from the west 
on Monday, and was scuttled to prevcnt damage 
from pounding upon the bottom. No difficulty 
will be experienced in getting her off, although 
considerable expense may be involved in the 


wrecking job. 
MINOR MISHAPS. 

While leaving Muskegon harbor, on Monday, 
the rudder of the steamer Alpena became dis- 
abied through the parting of the wheel chains. 
and she ran ber bow against one of the picrs 
with such force as to cuuse her to leak. Fortu- 
nately a tug was near at hand to render aasiat- 
ance, and succeeded in towing the steamer beck 
to her dock. The Alpena will have to be placed 
in dry-dock for repairs. Cupt. Napier has been 
very unfortunate with her thus fur. this being his 
third accident since the opening of navigation. 

At Racine, on Sunday evening, the packing of 
a valve in the tug Sill blew out, severely scaid- 
ing the engineer. William Hendricks.
